To-day it 
is corroded by tba aid Of powerful 
acids in a few days. This rapid 
cheap method of, produCiog it, is 
very iuferior to the old way. it re¬ 
tains a portion or the acid, which 
on exposure to the sun and at¬ 
mosphere injures the oil destroys its 
elasticity, and finatiy (teoomposes It 
so that yon have oh your building 
nothing but acoaH'or ebalk which 
rubs off leaving the wood bars and 
unprotected.
